PROCEEDINGS.

The  Alliance  was  then  opened  in  ritualistic  due  form, 
after  which  the  President  declared  this  the  thirty-fourth 
annual  session  of  this  body  open  and  ready  for  business,  and 
appointed  Brethren  B.  F.  Shelton,  J.  R.  Sykes,  and  D.  A. 
Montgomery  as  Committee  on  Credentials.

A  report  was  then  called  for  from  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  B.  A.,  and  was  responded  to  as  follows: 

Dear  Officers  and  Brethren: 

I  have  nothing  especially  new  to  report  for  the  year.  We  have 
had  a  condition  in  our  country  during  the  year  such  as  I  never 
saw  before,  namely,  high  prices  and  profiteering.  I  feel  sure  this 
condition  cannot  and  will  not  be  very  lasting — that  the  tide  will 
turn  at  no  great  distant  day.

We,  your  committee  appointed  at  your  session  yesterday  to 
examine  into  the  acts  of  the  sales  committee  for  selling  the 
Alliance  property  near  Hillsboro,  N.  C,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  the  written  minutes  of  the  session  of  1919  creating  the 
Sales  Committee,  composed  of  C.  F.  Cates,  J.  L.  Cherry,  and  H.  E. 
Thompson,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  your  secretary 
wrote  those  minutes  correctly;  but  in  giving  copy  to  the  printer 
for  the  printed  minutes,  failed  to  call  attention  to  the  omission 
or  leaving  out  of  certain  restrictions.  On  account  of  this  omis- 
sion, the  Sales  Committee  acted  on  the  supposition  that  there 
were  no  restrictions  whatever  as  to  price.

Cherry,  and  H.  E.  Thompson  were  appointed  to  sell  our  head- 
quarters property.  Beg  to  say  we  had  it  subdivided  and  sold  by 
Walters  &  Gurley  Auction  Company,  of  Kinston,  N.  C,  on  the 
21st  day  of  June,  1920,  for  the  sum  of  $21,104.40.  The  terms 
of  the  sale  were  one-fourth  cash  and  the  remainder  in  one,  two, 
and  three  years,  with  mortgage  on  the  property  for  deferred  pay- 
ments.

months  before  the  time  of  the  meeting."

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON  RESOLUTIONS. 

We  congratulate  the  people  of  our  State  on  the  progress  and 
greater  development  and  utilization  of  the  State's  wonderful  re- 
sources, and  the  marked  advances  we  have  made  along  every 
line  of  endeavor. 

Education. 

Especially  are  we  proud  of  the  higher  stand  we  have  taken 
along  educational  lines.  We  felicitate  ourselves  that  the  Farm- 
ers' Alliance  sowed  the  seed  for  better  schools  when  from  1890 
to    189  6    it   memorialized   legislatures  and   worked   for    increased 
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appropriations  for  school  purposes.  Increases  were  made  from 
12  V2  cents  in  1891  to  20  cents  in  1897.  Of  a  truth,  the  seed  fell 
on  good  ground  and  have  produced  a  harvest  worthy  of  a  great 
State  and  a  progressive  people. 

Agriculture. 

Likewise,  we  are  proud  of  the  agricultural  standing  our  State 
now  occupies,  and  we  hereby  extend  our  thanks  to  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Experiment  Station  and  the  Ex- 
tension workers,  the  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Engineer- 
ing, and  every  other  agency  that  has  helped  us  to  occupy  the 
high  position  of  fourth  place  in  crop  values  in  all  the  States  of 
the  Union.  We  ask  the  co-operation  of  every  true  North  Caro- 
linian to  help  us  to  hold  fast  to  that  to  which  we  have  attained, 
and  to  move  up  still  higher. 

Demonstration  Work. 

Especially  do  we  commend  the  action  of  the  State  Department 
of  Agriculture,  the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture  and 
Engineering,  and  every  other  agency  that  may  have  helped  in 
encouraging  and  supporting  the  Home  Demonstration  Work  so 
ably  presided  over  by  Mrs.  McKimmon,  which  is  carrying  into 
the  homes  of  our  people  messages  of  hope  and  encouragement, 
and  giving  to  our  women  folk  information  of  untold  value  touch- 
ing home  management  and  the  thousand  and  one  things  that 
require  the  thought  and  attention  of  the  women  folk  on  the  farm. 
We  shall  be  glad  for  this  work  to  be  extended  until  it  touches 
every  farm  home  in  the  State. 

Health  Work. 

The  interest  taken  in  better;  health  conditions  in  all  parts  of 
the  State  is  noteworthy  and  should  receive  the  encouragement  of 
all  our  people.  Good  health  will  greatly  add  to  the  good  name 
our  State  already  enjoys.  No  class  of  people  will  be  more  bene- 
fited on  account  of  the  increased  activities  along  health  lines 
than  our  people  living  on  the  farm. 

Insurance. 

The  work  of  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  in 
protecting  our  people  from  fraudulent  and  unreliable  insurance 
agencies,  together  with  the  fire-prevention  campaign  throughout 
the  State,  is  to  be  commended  and  is  worthy  of  our  appreciation 
and  support. 
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Good  Roads. 

We  highly  appreciate  the  good-roads  movement,  because  good 
roads  add  to  the  comforts  and  attractiveness  of  rural  life  by 
enabling  neighbors  to  come  into  close  touch  with  each  other,  and 
also  in  reducing  the  cost  of  transportation  in  taking  our  farm 
products  to  the  markets.  We  wish  the  good  work  to  continue 
until  every  community  shall  share  in  a  good-roads  system. 

Law  and  Order. 

We  admire  the  position  that  our  Governor  and  other  officials 
have  taken  in  maintaining  law  and  order  in  the  State.  We  pledge 
to  them  our  hearty  support  in  the  high  stand  they  are  maintain- 
ing in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  land.  May  the  leaven 
thus  started  continue  to  grow  and  expand  until  all  our  people 
shall  become  law-abiding,  and  entire  harmony  shall  prevail 
throughout  the  land. 

Co-operation. 

We  now  ask  that  the  members  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  and 
all  the  people  of  the  State  shall  stand  together  as  a  unit  in  hold- 
ing up  the  hands  of  our  leaders  in  uplift  and  endeavor  in  keep- 
ing North  Carolina  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  States  of  the  Union 
in  all  the  things  that  make  for  good  and  true  American  citizen- 
ship. 

RESOLUTION    IX    REGARD    TO    WAREHOUSING    COTTON. 

On  account  of  the  great  loss  to  the  cotton  farmers  of  our  State 
from  exposure  of  cotton  to  the  weather,  which,  according  to  care- 
fully compiled  statistics,  amounts  to  millions  of  dollars  annually, 
a  loss  that  our  people  cannot  afford  and  one  that  can  easily  be 
prevented  by  properly  warehousing  all  cotton  as  soon  as  ginned. 
Therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  we  request  our  cotton  farmers 
and  dealers  in  cotton  to  take  advantage  of  the  State  warehouse 
system  now  being  inaugurated,  and  encourage  the  building  of 
warehouses  wherever  they  are  needed.         • 

We  also  hereby  memorialize  the  next  Legislature  to  so  amend 
the  Cotton  Warehouse  Act  so  as  to  make  all  the  fund  from  the 
25-cent-bale  tax  available  for  building  cotton  warehouses  instead 
of  only  half  of  it,  as  the  law  now  stands.
